“THE RAILROADS. 


Return of Manager Wade of 
the Santa Fe 


CONTEMPLATED IMPROVEMENTS 


Work Stopped on the Union Pacific 
at Pioche—A Big Santa Fe 
Excursion —Gener- 
al Notes. 


General Manager K. H. Wade of the 
California branches of the Santa Fé, who 
bas been attending a meeting of the com- 
pany’s managers at Topeka, Kan., returned 
homein bis private car last night after an 
absence of about three weeks. A «ood 
deal of business of importance to Southern 
California was ‘transacted. Many improve- 
ments will be made on the lines in this sec- 
tion, and several buildings will be put up 
iu this city in the near future, 
THE UNION PACIFIC, 

A Salt Lake newspaper has this to say 
about the coming of the Union Pacific to 
Southern Califorala: 

‘Word has been recelved at the office of 
Resident Engineer McCartney of the Union 
Pacific at bait Lake to stop work on the 
Milford extension, and the order was im- 
mediately carried out, The occasion of 
this isthe motive power and car famine 
now prevailing over the Union Pacfic sys- 
tem. There are eight muiies of track laid, 
or as far out as the first siding. Up to this 
point three engines, each drawing trains of 
eighteen cars, were in use, the size of equip- 
ment increasing as the distance out in- 
creased, so that, at fifty miles “‘vut to sea,” 
seven trains of eighteen cars each would 
-hbave been necessary in bauliug suppiies 
and material and laying track. One train 
was fastened to the track machine and had 
to stay with it all the time. 

“Winter is approaching and there is not 
near enough flut cars to haul the coal from 
the Wyoming mines, and were the present 
car supply not increased, Salt Lake, which 
is now consuming cval at the rate of 175,000 
tons yearly, would be speeuily left freezing 
in the cold, cold soup. -The withdrawal of 
the eniire equipment used in hauling ma- 
teriai from iuis eud of the road to Muford 
and beyond will give the company tue use 
of nearly one hundred cars and four or five 
additional engines. 

**Moreover, there are the ties to be con- 
sidered. ‘Ihe rails of the Union Pacitic 
system are jaid on 22,000,000 ties, the re- 
newals aggregating 3,000,000 yearly, or 
about 10,00) ties fur each working day. 

“Tbe cessation of work will send Pioche 
into deep mourning, fi gs will be displayed 
at half-mast ali over the camp, and Kachei 
mourning for her kids, refusing to bs cum- 
forted, won’t be a circuinstance to the 
funeral at Pioche, But it can’t be helped; 
they must muke the best of it, although 
richly deserving better things. The delay 
in delivery of engines by the mapufacturers 
is a source of great trouble. One hundred 
and sixty locomotives were due by contract 
two months ago, and only a few are now be- 
ginningtoshowup. It is evident, however, 
that the Jnion Pacific is starting out in goud 
@ rnert on a conquest of repairs, and the 
appearance of the boston office on the scenes 
of disaster ouzht to have a wholesome me- 
dicinal effect.”

FEAST OF THE CHINESE, 


A Unique Procession and Interest~ 


ing Exercisas in the Joss House 
—Thnousands of Visitors 
in Chinatown, 


Ah Nawo, or the Chinese triennial sacri- 
ficial feast, culminated last night in China- 
town in a blazy of glory. Every three years 
the Chinese people subscribe funds to prop- 
erly celebrate this religivus festival. 
Priesta are imported from China, together 
with all the necessary jusses, representa- 
tions of battles between tne gods and the 


idvis and tempie decorations. This year 
the temple is iucated on Apabiasa alley in 
a commodious building tempvrarily erected 
tor the purpuse. A large yard nearly one 
hunrdred feet long leads to the temple and 
the buard fences on both sides are covered 
with the subscription list, which in 
this cuse amounts to over $10,000, 
Every chinaman’s contribution is placarded, 
and he wio is wo pour to contribute will 
have to deter his hopes of s.lvatiuon fur an- 
other three years. Atthe entrance of the 
temple stands tne Great Joss, wuo at the 
close of the festival is burned up and the 
smoke as it ascends heaven ward is supposed 
to carry with it the prayers fur the saivation 
of the subscribers to the festiva). 

For the past two days the five imported 
priests bave kept up a furious ousiaugut on 
all the devils that contawinate the Chinese 
religion. ‘They believe that an incessant 
noise and the beating vf cymbais and 
tomtonms will frighted his satauic majesty 
and his attendant imps frum the Classic 
precincts of Chinatown for the next three 
years to come, 


At 2 o’ciock: yesterday afternoon the 


Chinese paraded tue principal streets of the 
city in honor of the celebration. Repre- 
sentatives of Chinese military life were 


accurately portrayed, but cavairy and in- 


fantry being iu line, all armed with bistori- 
cai Chinese weapons, 

Over five thousand people visited the 
Chinese quarter last evening, aud the 
crowds turopged the temple 
numbers as to seriously interfere with the 
devotional exercises of thé priests, They 
also thronged the various stores in China- 
town and patrouized the theater very liber- 


ally. 
The curious Caucasians invaded the in- 


most retreats of the Chinese, who received 
their intrusions with perfect 
Many of them puffed aw at 
smoking, supremeiy indifferent to the cu- 
rious gaze of the visitors. The pool games 


of trade did a rushing business, : 

“On the occasion of a festival like that of 
last night, the various rival factions tempo- 
rarily bury the hatchet, and the wild-eyed 
highbiuder sheathed his hatchet and 
last night and mingled with his fellow Chi-

SPECIAL DEPUTIES. 


The List of Appointments 
About Completed. 


THEIR DUTIES AND POWERS, 


General and Special Instruction 
Which Have Been Issued for 
Their Guidanc3—Alleged 
Registration Frauds. 


United States Marshal George E. Gard 
has now about completed the appointment 
of the ninety-four special deputies for the 
Congressional election, The following 


general instructions to the special deputies 
have been issued: 


1, The special deputy marshals ap- 
pointed for the inunicipal election precincts 
of the city of Los Angeles, within the Sixth 
Congress District of Califurnia, are in- 
structed to keep the peace at the puils on 
the day of election, to be held on the 4th 
day of November, 1890. for representatives 
in Congress, and to Support and protect the 
Supervisurs of Eiection in the discharges of 
their duties; to attend their election pre- 
cincts at and place fixed for the. regis- 
tration of voters, who being registered, 
would be entitled to vote for represunta- 
tives in Congress; to keep the peace and 
prevent fraudulent registration thereat, or 
fraudulent conduct on the partof any officer 
of election; to aid and assist the Super- 
visors of Election in the veritication of any 
list of voters who may have been regis- 
tered; to preserve order, and immediately 
at the polling place, or of segisiration, or 
elsewhere, to arrestgand take into custody, 
with or without process, any person who 
shali commit of attempt to commit, apy 
act of fraudulentt registration or voting, or 


any offense against the laws of the U uited | 


States. 

2. Forany of the said fraudulent acts, 
not committed in the presence of the deputy 
marshals, or the Supervisors, the deputy 
marshals are instructed not to make arrest 
on the day of election without — pro- 
cess. They are especially instrucied not to 
make arrests on the dsy of election fot any 
offe..se committed at the registration with- 
Out process. 

- Should any ef the deputy marshals In the 
executivn uf their duties, be prevented by 
violence, threats or men .ces from arresting 
any person who shall commitany offense 
for which the special marsbals are author- 
ized to make such arrests, the deputy mar- 
shais are, and each of them Is empowered 
tosummon and cali to his or their aid the 
posse cumitatus of his district. 

8. Whenever any special deputy marshal 
shall make arrests forany fraudulent acts 
mentioned inthe foregoing instructions, he 
is instructed to take the offender forthwith 
before a Commissioner, Judge or Court of 


the Uniteu States, fur examination of the 


offense alleged against him, and to report 
the fact of such arrest immediately to the 
Marshal’s office. 

_ The following special instructions have 
been issued for the directivn of the special 
officers: 

1. Each deputy will wear his badge of 
office outside, on the left lapei of his coat, 
one the time he shail be on duty. 

2 It is strictly enjoined upon every 
deputy toabstain from the use of intoxi- 
cating |. quors whilst on duty, and not to be 
boisterous in speech or m.inoer. The proof 
of any deputy being under the influence of 
intoxicating ligquurs will be sufficient rea- 
son for withhuiding his per diem. 

. 8. Every deputy must be on duty all day 
during the election. 

. <Afterthe polls are closed and until 

_ thecounting of votes is completed, depu- 

- ties in each precinct must be on duty, 

No deputy will be permitted to so- 

licit or take avy active part inthe 

electiGn, 


6. The attention of deputies is espec- 
iplly called to the following section of the 

vised Statutes of the United States: 
Section 5521. Ifany persou be appvinted 
a Supervisor of election-or a spgciai deputy 
under the provision 


Elective Franchise,” and has taken the 


 @ath of office as such Supervisor of Elec- 


tion or such special deputy marshal, and 
thereafter neglects or refuses, without good 
and lawful excuse, tv perfurin and discharge 
fully the duties, obligations and require- 
. ments of such office, until the expiration ot 
the term fer which he was ‘appointed, he 
shall not only be subject to removal from 
office, with loss of all pay and emoluments, 
but shall be punished by imprisonment for 
not less than six months nor more than 
one year, or by a fine of net less than $200, 
and not more than €500, or by both fine 
and imprisonment, and shall pay the costs 
of prosecution. 
. Deputies will at all times take their 
— directivy near the polls, within 
earing dista:.ce of the supervisors, in order 
that their attention my be calied to observe 
any person who shall frandulently attempt 
tocommnitany of the acts forbiddeb and 
embraced in the general instructions. 

It is charged by those who know that 
some very palpable frauds on the registra- 
tion have been committed and a close watch 
will be kept by the Republican County Cen- 
tral Committee to see to it that the parties 
who are pot properly entitled to vote do not. 
These charges of fraudulent registration are 
in no way a reflection or iutended as such 
upon the officials who had the matter in 
charge. Itis said that frauds of the kind 
committed could have been done even 
though the officers having the registration 
under their control were most vigilant,

YORBA ACQUITTED OF THE 
CHARGE OF MURDER. 


Another Victory for the Fruitvale 
Winery Company Before Judge 
Ross—New Suits—Court

has been resting under the charge of hav- 
ing murdered Jvusus Figueroa, But last 
evening ajury of twelve men in Depart 
ment One of the Superior Court acquitted 
Yorba and he was discharged.

Yester- 
day morning three witnesses testified on 
behaif of the people, and at12 o’clock the 
people rested their case.

By their own witnesses the 
theory of the defense that Yorba had 
killed Figueroa to save bis own life was 
borne out, 

At 1:30 p. m., when court was again con- 
vened, the examination of witnesses for the 
defense commenced. Only five were called 
to the stand to give testimuny. The last 
witness was Yorba himseif. He gave a 
Straight story of the affair.

The jury returned a verdict of not guilty 
without ieaving the box, Yorba was then 
discharged.

How these people in the 
country do enjdy getting a fellow out 
of bed with old “‘Jocund Day!” Why, 


been “swingin’ ’round the circle,” I 
can scarcely call to mind a morning 
that we have not had a red-eyed night- 
clerk hammering ut our doors just at 
that hour when “tired nature” is get- 
ting ip her work with old ‘‘sweet re- 
storer, balmly sleep,” after the most 
approved torm. 

This morning was no exception to 
the rule, as these royal Humboldters 
had arranged a programme up the bay 
and into the big woods which, in order 
to compass in good shape, had to be 
entered on when the day was young.

THE second biennial report of the 
California State’ Board of Forestry, 


just issued, is an illustrated volume of 


nearly 200 pages, containing a large 

amount of interesting information on 

a subject to which the average Califor- 
nian gives little thought. The efforts 

of the board during the past year have 

been especially jirected toward a re-| 
form in the public forests on our 
mountain watersheds. It is well 
known that the generosity of the 

Federal and State Governments has 
been grossly abused by. individuals 

and corporations, who have cut timber 
pretty much where they liked and 
wichout obtaining title, as the law _re- 

quires, to the land cut over. Wasteful 

and short-sighted methods of lumber- 
ing have been encouraged, the lumber- 
men working without any eye to the 
future. <A scientific forest manage- 
ment was not thought of. 

Since the estabiishment of the State 
Board of Forestry, in 1885, reforms in. 
these practices have been introduced 
with gratifying results, although there 
is still much room for improvement. 
Illegal acts have been greatly dimin- 


time, practically all the lumber being 
cut is upon private land. 

Active attention has been given by 
the board, not only to the preservation 
of our forests, but also to the planting of 
trees for economic and ornamental pur- 
poses. With the exception of the Mon- 
terey pine, our natiye trees are gener- 
ally of slow growth, especially in dry 
situations. The blue gum, as those 
who have tried it know to their sorrow, 
will not support the frosts of many in- 
terior points nor the excessive drought 
of others. A tree specially recom- 
mended by the board for such locations 
is the sugar gum, which grows almost 
as fast as the Eucalyptus Globulus. 
Seeds of this tree-have been obtained 
from Australia and distributed free. 

Generous donatious of land have 
been made by citizens for experimental 
stations, and the board now has such 
stations at Chico, Santa Monica, Mer- 
ced, Hesperia and San Jacinto, and bas 
promises for two other stations. The 
plan is to plant these stations in park 
form, while also having all the trees 
properly labeled and catalogued. Such 


|stations will thus be interesting to 


the general public, as well as useful to 
the State. 

The recommendations made by the 
board, which should have the atten- 
tion ef the Legislature, are that. the 
unsold school lands in brush and forest 
be reserved from sale and placed un- 
der the management of the State 
Board of Forestry, providing that all 
money derived from tbe sale of timber, 
pasture privileges, or other sources shall 
be turned into the State School Fund; 
also, that Congress be asked to imme- 
diately reserve all government lands in 
forest in California from sale, with a 
view to their permanent preservation 
as a forest reserve for the protection 
of the water sheds of the State; fur- 
ther, that it be forbidden to all persons 
or corporations to cut timber or wood 
from the public lands, for any purpose 
whatéver, without a permit from the 
State or national forest officers. 


AN EXCLUSION ACT NEEDED. 


The more the matter of the assassina- 
tion.of the New Orleans chief of police 
is investigated, the more patent does 
it become that it was the work of that 
bloody society of secret assassins, the 
Matia, which has its home in Sicily, 
with branches in all the large cities of 
the United States. An Italian in New 
Orieans told the police that the society 
makes new arrivals from Italy do the 
killings that are ordered, paying them 
for their work from ten to a hundred 
dollars. If the man ordered to do the 
killing refuses the job, they have him 
assassinated. Now, we ask in all 
earnestness whether it is not high time 
to consider the question of excluding 
from this country men who are willing 
to kill anybody for ten, or twenty, or 
even a hundred dollars? Surely the 
exclusion of European criminals is as 
important a matter as the keeping out 
of the products of European pauper 
labor, or are the morals and even the 
lives of Americans of less consequence 
than their pockets ? 

The next Congress should seriously 
consider an exclusion act which will 
sift the wheat from the chaff of the 
immigration which comes to. this 
country. 


THE annual report of the Steamboat 
Inspection Service shows that, during 
the past year, there were 245 lives lost 
on vessels off the coast. A decrease of 
56 compared with the proceeding year. 
This does not appear so large a num- 
ber when itis considered that no less 
than five hundred million passengers 
were carried on steam yessels, included 
in the report, during the fiscal year.

CHICAGO, Oct. 21.—[By the Associa 
ted Press|. A local paper published 
an abstract of a letter received by Pres- 
ident Palmer of the National World’s 
Fair Commission from Secretary of the 
Treasuty Windom, relating to the ex- 
penses of the commission, and which 
was read at today’s meeting of. the 
Executive Committee. The secretary 
first states that of the $1,500,000 appro- 
priated $400,000 must be used in the 
construction of a Government building. 


For the fiscal year ending June 30, 


1891, there is appropriated, jointly, 
$200.000 for the expenses of the commis- 
sion and the uses of the Government 
Board of Control. The Government 
Board bas estimated that it will need 
$50,000, leaving $150,000 for the use of 


the commission. The secretary then/ 


stated that in salaries for officers and 
other expenses the commission has dis- 
posed of $90,000 of-this, and that the 
expenses of the meetings of the Execu- 
tive Committee now in session and of 
the meeting of the commission, to be 


held November 15, will bring the total 


up to $110,000. leaving only $40 000 to 
run the commission till June 30, 1891. 

The secretary further says that he 
has hesitated as to the approval of the 
resolutions of the commissioners fixing. 
the salaries of its officers. 

“Among these are the president of the 
commission, $12,000 perannuum;,the secre- 
tary, $10,000; director general, $15,009; vice- 
chairman of the Executive Commitiee, 
#8000; employés in the offices of the secre- 
tary and director-general, $15,000. if I 
were to give my individual opinion unin- 
fluenced by the acts of yuur com- 
mission, says the secretary, 1 should 
not hesitate to deside that the 
amount named by your commission for 
salaries for its priuctpal officers is greater 
than that probably contemplated by Con- 
gress in estimating the amount necessary 
to carry out the provisions of the act. The 
amount of money already expended and the 
expenditures in contempiation by your com- 
mission prior to July lst next contemplate 
80 large »n amount that it nts an ad- 
ditional reason wliyI should not approve 
the compensations named. | 

You will observe that vour salary list for 
the years 1891, and will, without fur- 
ther increase of employé:, amount to $165,- 
000, or about one-seventn of the entire sum 
of money, outside of the cost of the Govern- 
ment buildings, whieh is fixed as the limit 
of expenditures gto out of the exposi- 
tion. I have gravedoubts, in view of the 
tacts as herein stated; whether { ought not 
to return the resolutig9gs submitted by your 
commission for reyisign as to the amount of 
compénsation to bel officers.

Lonpon, Oct. 21.—[By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.] Gliudstone addressed 
an audience of 5000 persons in the 
Corn Exchange at Edinburgh this 
evening. Ireland, he said, continued 
to eclipse all other subjects. The 
country now fully recognized that 
Irish questions must be settled before 
others. The opponents of Home Rule 
had hoodwinked and deluded their 
constituencies by pledging them- 
selves against coercion, promising 
local government and expressing 
themselves against granting larger ad- 
vances of British gold to buy out land- 
lords, yet their first favorite measure, 
after gaining power, was  cvercion.

As a result of police miscon- 
duct at Mitchelstown and Tipperary, 
it was impossible to respect the police 
or the administration of the law by 
them. Their b utality and barshness 
constituted crowning insult of absen- 
teeism, the grossest that could be 
inflicted on the people at such a time. 

Tne government vaunted itself on 
peace in Ireland, yet kept six times 
more policemen there than in England 
and Scotland. British taxpayers paid 
over u million and a half pounds 
yearly to the Irish police, simply to 
assist in collecting rents for landlords. 
English and Scotch Lords met tueir 
tenants fairly, and had not found it 
necessary to appeal to policemen to 
collect their rents, British landlords

OHIO’S LEGISLATURE. 


The House Agrees to Accept the Re- 
jected Message. 

CoLumBus (0O.,) Oct. 21.—|By the 
Associated Press.] The House this 
morning adopted a resolution as the 
sense of the body, that no slight or in- 
sult was intended on the part of the 
House in the refusal of the Speaker to 
accept the Governor’s message yester- 
day evening, and appointing acommit- 
tee to call upon the Governor and re- 
quest that the message aguin be sent 
tv the House. Gov. Campbell complied 
with the request. 

The message recommends that the 
Legislature puss a law providing that a 
uon-partisan board of improvement for 
Ciucinaati be appo:nted by the Mayor. 
and an election be held in April. He 
scores the lobby, which, he says, has 
been here from Cincinnati in the iuter- 
est of the present Board of Improve- 
ment. He says that their open decla- 
rations that they are centrolling legisia- 
tion ought to be sufficient indications 
to the members that the board is in 
bad repute and should ve abolished at 
ounce. 

Gov. Campbell’s message was read 
in the Senate this afternoon and re- 
ferred. Following this a strong attack 
was Made on the Governor by Senator 
Brown of Cincinnat:, who condemned 
‘(he Governor’s action relative to the 
Board of Improvements of Cincinnati. 
During its session the Senate pissed a 
bill providing that Mayor Mosiey shall 
Lave the appointment of members of 
the new board, and for an election to 
be heid in April. The bill.is non-par- 
titan in character and abolishes the 
present board. The measure is in the 
lune af Gov. Campbell’s message.

ABOUT POISONS IN FOOD. ~ 


Several Facts Which Every House- 
wife Should Know. 

A physician who has been heard be- 
fore in these columns and who has in- 
terested himself particularly in poisons 
contained in adulterated foods, says 
that half-decomposed fruits and vege- 
tables are deleterious to health, as they 
cause diarrhea. 

He also calls attention to the not-gen- 
erally-known fact that of the five thou- 
sand recognized species of mushrooms, 
only a few can be safely eaten. Itis a 
curious fact that the poisonous prop- 
erties of mushrooms vary with the cli- 
‘mate, with the season of the year at 
which they are grown, as well as the 
locality in which they are grown. Care 
should be taken never to warm up a 
musbroom a second time, as they fre- 
quently cause serious illness when used 
in this way. 

The Government analysis of food in 
Minnesota shows that ground mustard, 
as itis usualiy sold is, a mixture of 
mustard flour with starch, or wheaten 
flour, and colored with. tumeric, 
chrome yellow or Martin’s yellow, the 
latter two being powerful poisons. 
Honey is exceedingly subject to adul- 
teration. It is even asserted that arti- 
ficial honey-comb is prepared and 
filled with manufactured honey made 
from glucose, cane sugar or flavoring 
agents, or with a fictitious honey made 
by treating starch with oxalic acid.
